OPELOUSAS, La., April 18.—Now that 
the prosecution has submitted practically 
all of its evidence in the trial of W.

Miss. Annette Tassone Asks fur 
$40.000 Because Youth 
Wounded Her With Rifle. 


Miss Annette Tassone of 43% West 
Pine boulevard, formerly a governess in 
the home of Edward F. Goltra, 4416 Lin- 
dell boulevard, filed suit in the Circuit 
Court Friday against Goltra, his wife 
and 13-year-old son, William Brown 
Goltra, for $40,000 damages because the 
boy shot her with a rifle when she was 
reading a war story to him. 

The petition deciares the boy, 
then was ll years old, was spoiled, that 
his every wish was indulged by his 


parents, that he was permitted to disre- 
vard the commands of his parents and 
of his governess and was allowed to 
assault some of the servants. 

Shot With Birthday Rifle, 

The r'‘le with which Miss Tassone was 
wounded was given to the boy on his 
eleventh birthday, Sept. 20, 1912. It was 
a 22-caliber repeating weapon. He was 
provided with. ammunition for it, the 
petition says, and was allowed to keep 
it in his room, where he also Kept a 
shotgun and a loaded revolver. 

The governess was shot Nov. 14, 1912. 
She was reading to him when he leveled 
the rifle at her and shot her in the 
right breast, the bullet lodging in or 
near the left lung. She was in bed 
seven weeks and it is alleged that her 
injury is permanent, resulting in dis- 
placement of her heart, difficulty in 
breathing and wrecking of her nervous 
system. 

Bullet Passed Through Book. 

Miss Tassone says she was reading 
war stories to the boy the evening she 
was shot. He was piaying with the 
rifle. She tried to persuade him to put 
it up, she says, but he insisted it was 
not loaded. She became so nervous she 
could not read and was holding the 
book over her breast when he pointed 
the rifle directly at her. She was at- 
tempting to rise from her chair when 
he fired. The bullet passed through the 
book, entered her right breast and 
lodged, she says, in her ieft lung. 

After spending seven weeks at St. An- 
thony’s Hospital she returned to ner du- 
ties in the Goltra home, but in Febru- 
ary her condition made it necessary for 
her to discontinue her work. She says 
she asked Goltra what provision he 
would make for her and he said he had 
done all that he thobght he should do. 

Goltra, who is Democratic National 
Committeeman for Missouri, was not at 
his home or office when a statement 
from him was sought by a Post-Dis-| 
patch reporter.

SCASHARE DROP 


NV MO, P. STOCK 
ALARMS INVESTORS 


61,300 Shares Dumped Upon 
New York Market Causes Ru- 
mor of Gould-Rockefeller 
Fight. 


A serious financia! disturbance was 
created in New York Friday when 
61,300 shares of Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road stceck were dumped into the mar- 
ket. The price drepped from $24.50 a 
share to $18.5. The enormous liquida- 
tion of the stock caused many disquiet- 
ing reports in the financial district of 
New York, according to telegraphic dis- 
patches. 

It was reported on the floor of the 
sicck exchange that there was a con- 
test on between the members of the 
Gould family, who now own control of 
the. railroad, and the Rockefeller in- 
terests for a majority of the shares of 
stock. It was declared the Rockefeller 
interests, failing t» get options on a 
majority of the stock from the Goulds, 
had distributed seiling orders among 
nany brokers with the intention of 
causing such a big crop in the price of 
stock that small shareholders would be 
fr'ghtened into selling their holdings. In 
this way, the Rocxefeller interests, it 
Was asserted, hoped to get enough 
stares to control the railroad. 

Gould Makes No Comment. 

Still another report was that John 
Dm. Rockefeiler became displeased with 
the delay of the Goulds in completing 
arrangements for financing the $26,000.- 
000 5 per cent notes, which mature June 
l, and is throwing his holding on the 
market. 

The greatest disquietude among the 
holders of Missouri Pacific stock how- 
ever, was caused by the announcement 
that negotiations witn the Guaranty 
Trust Co. of New York, for the sale 
of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern [ailway 6 per cent bonds. 
cwned by the Missouri Pacific, had been 
tioken off and that no other plan for 
financing the company’s obligations had 
been arranged. 

When the attention of George J. 
Gould had been called to these reports 
and to the extreme weakness of Mis- 
souri Pacific stock on the Exchange he 
said that he had no statement whatever 
te make further than he had no knowl- 
edge of heavy liquidation on the part of 
any interest. He was inclined to believe 
that most of the selling was on the 
short account. He said that the matter 
of making provision for Missouri Pa- 
cific notes was in the hands of his 
bankers. 


Bush Makes Statement. 
President B. F. Bush, who is in New 


York, was quoted as saying that there 
was no need for apprehension as to the 
financing of notes. He said that the 
notes would be taken care of,next week 
either by an arrangement for a new 
issue of short-term notes or the exten- 
sion of the present issue. 

The volume of selling in Missouri Pa- 
cific Friday was the heaviest since the 
collapse of the Pearson-Farquhar syn- 
dicate in the summer of 1910. The trans- 
fer of over 5,000 shares represented 
about one-twelfth of the entire out- 
standing capital stock.

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TEXT OF TREATY — 
WITH COLOMBIA IS 
PRINTED IN PARIS 


South American Country’s Lega- 
tion There Gives Translation 
to a Newspaper. 


By Associated Presa. 

PARIS, April 18.—The text of the 
treaty between of United States anil 
Colombia settling the controversy over 
Panama has been made public here 
through the Colombian legation by pub- 
lication in the Temps. The treaty was 
signed at Bogota April 7 by United 
States Minister Thaddeus A. Thomson 
and Dr. Francisco Jose Urrutia, Colom- 
bian Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
the members of a Colombian Advisory 
Committee. 

The first article of the treaty, 
published in the Temps, says: 

“The Government of the United States, 
desiring to put an end to all disputes 
and differences with the ~epublic of 
Colombia occasioned wy events which 
have brought about the present*situation 
in the Isthmus of Panama, in its name 
and in the name of the people of the 
United States, expresses sincere regret 
for anything that may have interrupted 
or altered the relations of cordial friend- 
ship existing long between the two na- 
tions. 

Free Passage of Warships. 

“Colombia, in her name and in the 
name of the people of Colombia, ac- 
cepts this declaration on the full ,as- 
surance that in this way will disappear 
all obstacles t he restoration of com- 
plete harmony Wetween the two coun- 
tries.”’ 

The treaty provides that Colombia 
“shall enjoy freely and in perpetuity 
free passage through tne Panama Canal 
for her troops, stores and warships,” 
and stipulates also that six months after 
the exchange of ratifications of the 
treaty the sum of $25,000,000 shall be paid 
to Colombia. a ‘egy 

The article relating to canal privileges 
also provides for commercial advan- 
tages in favor of Colombian products 
imported into the Canal Zone and for 
special advantages in tne railway traffic 
of Panama when tne cana! service is

“Colombia recognizes Panama as an

SILENT ON TEXT

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Administra- 
tion officials decline to make public the 
Colombian treaty, the English text of 
which is in the hands of the State De- 
partment pending its submission to the 
Senate. ,

They are splendid agricul- 
turists, better educated, and possess 
the qualitics of making better citizens 
than any other class of people coming 
to our shores, he contends.

as THER PEOPLE'S MONEY,” 

is a book which tells how 

the bankers use other peo- 

pie’s money and how the country is 

injuriously affected by the bankers’ 

way of using other people's money. It 

is written by Louis D. Brandeis, one 

of the few men capable of making the 

subject intelligible to the average reader 

and perhaps the only one capable of 
inakine it of absorbing interest. 

The financial oligarchy is described as 
cnlv one can describe it who knows 
the secrets of its operations, as Bran- 
Ceis knows them. He shows how the 
combines combine into greater com- 
tines and bring under central control 
assets of staggering totals. The sub- 
tle evil of interlocking directorates is 
exposed. He declares that these must 
be effectually prohibited before the 
freedom of American business can be 
regained. 

One of the remedies he proposes is 
enforced publicity of every detail of 
bankers’ transactions. The banker 
middle-man, he says, should be elimi- 
nated wherever he is superfluous. Citles 
are urged to market their own bond 
issues and save the enormous commis- 
ejions which the bankers collect. 

The claim of the great banking houses 
that they are the medium for railroad 
and industrial deélopment is denied 
and it is shown that thev have not 
merely failed to initiate industrial de- 
velopment but have definitely arrested 
development by the creation of the 
trusts. Bigness is shown to be a curse, 
and it is demonstrated that the oli- 
garchy is inefficient. The money trust 
must. be broken, Brandeis declares, or 
it will break us.

A tentative agreement has been en- 
tered into between the Boatmen’s Bank 
and Lawrence B.,.Pierce, principal own- 
er of the new 19-story Monwardi Build- 
ing at Broadway and Olive street, which 


probably will result in the bank taking 
a lease on a part of the ground and 
mezzanine floors of the building. It is 
said the lease will be for 25 years at an 
annual rental of $35,000. 

The lease is contingent upon certair 
things being done by the building com- 
pany. Edwards Whitaker, president of 
Boatmen’s Bank, said Saturday that if 
those things were done, the bank would 
execute the lease. Pierce said that 
terms of the tentative agreement un- 
doubtedly would be carried out by the 
building company. 

Both Pierce and Whitaker said that 
the lease could not be executed until] the 
conditions of the preliminary agree- 
ment were complied with. It is prob- 
able the name of the building w’'.l be 
changed to Boatmen’s Bank Buiiding if 
the lease is executed. 

Banks on Three Corners: 

The occupancy of the Monward Build- 
ing by the Boatmen’s Bank would make 
Broadway and Olive street the princi- 
pal banking center of St. Louis. The 
National Bank of Commerce occupies 
the southeast corner and the Third Na- 
tional the southwest corner of these 
streets. The three institutions are 
among the largest in St. Louis. 

A block to the north are the Mechan- 
ics-American National Bank and the 
Guardian Trust Co., and a block to 
the east are the Merchants Laclede Na- 
tional Bank and the International Bank,

The German Savings Institution will 
soon be installed in its new home at 
Broadway and Pine street, a block to 
the south. With the State National 
and St. Louis Union Trust at Fourth 
and Locust streets and the Mississippi 
Valley Trust at Fourth and Pine streets, 
there will be 11 of the biggest financial] 
institutions in the city grouped around 
the Broadway and Olive street center. 

For many years the Boatmen’s Bank, 
which is one of the oldest financial in- 
stitutions in the State, occupied its own 
building at Fourth street and Washing- 
ton avenue. This building, which was 
the home of the Missouri Athletic Club, 
recently was destroyed by fire, 3 per- 
sons losing their lives in the club por- 
tion of the building. 

To Have Only Part of Ground Floor. 

The Boatmen’s Bank plans to occupy 
a little more than one-half the ground 
and mezanine floors of the Monward 
Building, and would have entrances 
both on Broadway and Olive street. 
There will be room enough on the first 
floor of the building for another large 
financial or business institution. 

The Monward Building is oré of the 
newest skyscrapers in St. Louls. It was 
promoted by Jesse D. Dana of the Com- 
monwealth Trust Co., which was ex- 
pected to become the first-floor tenant. 
The 10-story Commonwealth Trust 
Building, one of the most modern of 
the older buildings in St. Louis, was 
wrecked to make room for the new 
structure. The Commonwealth Trust 
Co. changed its plans relative te occu- 
pying the ground floor. Lawrence B. 
Pierce then organized a syndicate to 
take over the building and complete it.

IN. “PAGLIACG 
NOT “RIGOLETTO" 


Baritone’s Throat Trouble 
Causes Late Change to That 
Opera and ‘‘Cavalleria.”’ 


HIS TONIO DISAPPOINTS 


Prologue Sung Well, but Role 
Over-Acted at All Moments— 
Story of the Night.

S Friday night’s “capacity” audi- 

A ence arrived at the Odeon, eager 

with the desire to hear Titta Ruffo 

in “‘Rigoletto,”” as promised, it was noti- 

fied by the doorkeepers that the double 

bill of “Cavalleria Rusticana’” and 

“T’Pagliacci” would be presented in- 
stead. 

A little while later this same an- 
nouncement, with fuller details, Wwas 
made by George W. Simmons of the St. 
Louis Grand Opera Committee, from the 
stage. His announcement was prefaced 
by the statement that this was the first 
time in its existence of five years that 
the committee had been compelled to 
apologize for a change of Dill. 


The present change was necessitated, 
Mr. Simmons said, by the fact that 
Titta Ruffo was suffering from a throat 
trouble, due to a severe cold, which for- 
bade him to undergo the heavy strain 
of singing the ‘‘Rigoletto”’ title role, but 
that the famous baritone was equal to 
the task of singing Tonio in “I’Pagli- 
acci,”” and that this he would do “with 
his usual success.’’ 


In addition, Mr. Simmons told the au- 
dience, Maestro Campanini would pre- 
cede the presentation of the operatic 
double bill with an orchestral perform- 
ance of the “Tannhauser” overture and 
the intermezzo from “The Jewels of 
the Madona”—a promise which was 
promptly kept. 

The casts of the little Masc.ari e:d 
Leoncavallo operas, he announced, would 
be: “Cavalleria Rusticana’’—Turiddu, 
Aristodemo Giorgini; Santuzza, Mme. 
Rosa Raisa; Alfio, Giovanni Polese; 
Lola, Mme. Ruby Heyl, and Mamma 
Lucia, Mme. Berat, with Signor Sturani 
conducting. ‘‘I’Pagiiacci’’—Canio, Otto 
Merak; Tonio, Titta Ruffo; Nedda, Mme. 
Alice Zeppili; Silvio, Nicola Fossetta; 
Harlequin, Emilio Venturini, with Cleo- 
fonte Campanini conducting. 


In the foyer, before the performances 
began, there were strenuous expressicns 
of protest and acute disappointment on 
the part of the audience, a generai fear 
being voiced that, with the excepiion of 
Titta Ruffo, the singers constituting the 
casts of the two substituted operss 
would be found of secondary importance 
and the offerings as thus presanted 
would not give anything like value re- 
selved in return for the admission prices 
charged. 

It is but fair to add here that the 
progress of tke performances them- 
selves, and especially that of ‘‘Caval- 
leria Rusticana,’”’ seemed to dispel this 
apprehension of inferior achievement. 
The big audience became genuinely en- 
thusiastic in the early moments of the 
Mascagni work and there is reason to 
believe that the evening’s close found 
it unexpectedly well satisfied with the 
value of the substituted entertainment. 


Beyond all question the main reason 
for this satisfaction exists in the big 
surprise encountered in the Santuzza 
sung and acted by Mme. Rosa Raisa, a 
Russian prima donna only 22 years old, 
who was ‘discovered’ by Campanini 
during the past year’s celebration in 
Italy of the Verdi centenary. 

Mme. Raisa fairly swept the audience 
off its feet with the beauty and artistic 
worthiness of her performance. Vocally 
and dramatically alike, it was a great 
interpretation g; this profoundly tragic 
role, the piteous central figure of ‘‘Cav- 
alleria’s’’ intensely emotional story. 


Mme. Raisa has a voice not only of 
exquisite purity and the most appealing 
tenderness, but of apparently limitless 
volume and power? She employs it with 
remarkable ease and certainty of ef- 
fect. 

She seemec also to be vitally in- 
stinct with the drama of the part, 
bringing to that phase of her perform- 
ance an unerring skill in its playing 
that made her complete accomplish- 
ment memorable indeed. She was well 
reinforced by Signor Giorgini as Turid- 
du and Signor Polese as Alfio, with 
others of the cast reasonably competent, 
and the chorus and orchestra acquitted 
themselves with undeniable distinction. 


But the “big event’’ of the evening 
was reached with the appearance of 
Titta Ruffo before the curtain to sing 
the ‘‘Pagiiacci’’ prologue. Here was 
confronted a great surprise and, in the 
final analysis, a great disappointment. 

It may not be quite fair to judge 
Ruffo by his first St. Louis perform- 
ance, keeping in mind the claim that 
iis throat is not in good condition, but 
the demonstrated truth, as matters now 
stand, is that he did not by’ any means 
qualify as ‘‘the world’s greatest bari- 
tone,”’ nor as the greatest Tonio yet 
heard in St. Louis. 

He sang the prologue with consider- 
able power, and occasionally with ad- 
tnirable emotional utterance, but, both 
here and throughout the work's entire, 
progress thereafter, he overacted it to 
a degree that woefully diminished its 
inherent appeal! in drama. 


The part was made unduly clownish by 
an antic exaggeration of its possibilities 
and, at many moments, Signor Ruffo 
seemed so reluctant to surrender the 
“center of the stage’ to certain of his 
associates that the dramatic balance of 
the performance as a whole was mate- 
tially disturbed. 

Vocally, Tonio has little opportunity 
after the prologue has been sung, and 
Ruffo’s voice proved equal to these 
later demands of the Tonio score, but 
he has yet some distance te go before he 
may truthfully be heralded as the fore- 
most living beritone. There are at least 
two others, Pasquale Amato and An- 
tonio Scotti, both of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, who are his supenors 


veyond all questioning, if his .achieve- 
ment of Friday evening may be accepted 
as & just measure of his quality. 


Tt 
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not as satisfying as that of “Cavalleria” 
had been. 

Otto Matak, who made such a noble 
Parsifal on Thursday afternoon and 
evening, sang the Canio role worthily, 
but not greatly, his voice lacking the 
emotional poignancy demanded by the 
score, and, notably, not encompassing 
the true “heart note’ called for in the 
“Rides, Pagliacci!’’ number of unfor- 
getable pathos. His playing of the part 
was excellent. 

A better Nedda than that of Alice 
Zeppili- has more than once been heard 
and seen in St. Louis. The Silvio pre- 
sented by Signor Fossetta was glaringly 
deficient both in voice and drama 
Again, however, as in “‘Cavalleria,”’ the 
orchestra and the chorus were notably 
satisfying. 


During the course of the evening | 
met Dr. Max Goldstein, who has Titta 
Ruffo as a patient in St. Louis. He 
told me that it would have been im- 
possible for Ruffo to have sung the 
*‘Rigoletto”’ score with his throat in its 
present condition, but that he could 
attempt Tonio without danger of ag- 
gravating the throat trouble. 

James E. Smith of the St. Louis Granada 
Opera Committee informed me that the 
committee had insisted upon Ruffo's 
appearance at Tonio in ‘‘I’Pagliacci,”’ in 
order that Friday night’s audience 
should suffer no greater disappointment 
than was absolutely necessary. 

“We did not know, until 6 o’clock Fri- 
day afternoon,’’ said Mr. Smith “that 
Ruffo would be unable to sing ‘Rigv- 
letto.” At 7 o'clock the scenery for 
this offering still was being set. But 
the committee demanded a hearing of 
Ruffo, even though a release of $2000 orf 
the opera guarantee was offered instead 
and, as the physician attending him had 


declared that he would be able to sing } 
Tonio, the change to the double bil! . 
was made accordingly.” 

Guy Golterman of the Grand Opera 
Committee said: ‘The publie may not 
justly beljeve that there has been any 
exhibition of bad faith in this matter. 
Titta Ruffo’s throat was in such a con- 
dition that he was compelled to cancel 
six announced appearances in San Fran- 
cisco and one in Kansas City—and it 
will be well to remember that Ruffo 
loses $2000 every time he fails to appear 
as announced. Hearing him in ‘I’Pag- 
lacci,”" St. Louis opera goers have been 
more fortunate than those of San Fran- 
cisco and Kansas City, who did not 
hear h'm at all.” 

“La Tosca,’ with Mary Garden in the 
title role, is Saturday's matinee offer- 
ing. The engagement of the Philadel- 
phia-Chicago Grand Opera company 
closes with ‘‘Aida”’ on Saturday even- 
ing.

How long is 
a habitual drinking reporter tolerated on any live 
newspaper? How long is an excessive drinker 
tolerated anywhere? Of course you may preach 
mild drinking, occasional drinking, but In the end 
it leads to excessive drinking. ° 

The fact that all of the officers of the Spanish 
fleet were ashore, hilariously drunk, made Dewey's 
victory at Manila Bay easy. The fact that 
Dewey's men were sober made it still more easy. 
How would you like this instance reversed and to 
find our American officers drunk somewhere on 
the eve of a battle? The fact that the entire 
Russian fleet, officers and men, were ful] of vodka 
made their destruction certain at Port Arthur by 
the sober and clean-cut Japs. 

It is not so much the loss of life alone, out it 
costs $200,000,000 or more to maintain a navy, 
which can be wiped out in 24 hours. It costs at 
least $20,000 before we get an efficient naval 
officer. Are we going to let our millions of dol- 
lars, so generously given, be deliberately wasted 
by @ quart of booze per day, which the average 
American officer drinks?

“The country cannot live by politics alone.” It 
cannot live by legislation. A hundred million peo- 
vile must have bread, and eternal legislation hamp- 
ers bread-winning. 

Congress has work to do that must be done. 
Besides repeal of the tolls exemption there remain 
a rural credits law and certain trust legislation 
tc be disposed of, according to the Wilson pro- 
gram, before adjournment. President Wilson has 
intimated that it can be finished by July 1. Cer- 
tainly by then the country and its business will 
be entitled to a respite from lawmaking and a 


rest from lawmakers. 

Since the Roosevelt panic in 1907 Congress has 
been in actual session 1580 days, or five-sevenths 
of the time, devoting itself mainly to the regula- 
tion of internal economics. During the Taft ad- 
ministration Congress was in session 935 days, or 
about 65 per cent of the time. It has been in ses- 
sion almost continuously since December, 1912. 
The present, the Sixty-third, Congress has sat 
uninterruptedly since it convened more than a 
year ago. If the present Congress is to be criti- 
cised it will be not for legislation but for delay. 
If it threatens to rival or exceed in length of 
days the famous Fortieth Congress that followed 
the Civil War, its work, also, exceeds in {m- 
portance the work of any Congress since war 
times. 

To complete the Wilson program in one session 
is good policy, from the standpoint of business, 
es well as good polities for the Democratic party 
—if the remainder of the work shall be done with 
dispatch. Its importance justifies a reasonable 
time, but it is equally important to business as 
well as to the administration to “get it over with,” 
Loitering on the job will be bad business policy 
and worse politics.

“There'll Be a Hot Time in the Old Town To- 
night.” 
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MAYOR MITOHEL’S FORTUNATE ESCAPE. 


That the bullet almed at Mayor J. H. Mitchel 
of New York caused no greater harm is a source 
of deep gratification to the country. It will hope 
for the speedy recovery of Corporation Counsel 
Frank Polk, who received the missile intended 
for his chief. 

A cutting shorf of Mayor Mitchel’s career at 
this untimely stage of his service in the office 
would be nothing less than a national calamity. 
It would deprive the city of its most promising 
executive in many years, throw into confusion 
forces that are operating to make a Better New 
York, as well as a Greater New>York, and deprive 
the city of a hoped-for leadership in civic advance 
that will have its benefits for the other large 
cities of the country. 

While it is an occasion of some satisfaction to 
know that the crime was the act of a defective, 
rather than of an American citizen of full mental 
responsibility, it is depressing to realize that the 
man of abnormal faculties whose obsession is pub- 
lic affairs and whose maniacal impulse is to at- 
tack public men, still constitutes a special prob- 
lem in this country. How to solve the problem 
is as baffling as when Mr. Roosevelt was attacked 
at Milwaukee in 1912 and Mayor Gaynor was 
wounded on the Hoboken docks in 1910 and Presf- 
dent McKinley was shot in Buffalo in 1901 and 
President Garfield was given his death blow in a 
Washipgton railroad station in 1881. 
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THE KINDERGARTEN AND AFTERWARDS. 

From the United States Bureau of Education 
comes a bulletin on “Kindergartens in the United 
States,’ which is of unusual interest. Unlike most 
public documents, women, especially mothers, wil! 
find it attractive, as its pages are brightened by a 
number of photographs of children enjoying kin- 
dergarten training. 

The report shows that within the decade from 
1902 to 1912 the number of kindergartens in the 
United States increased from 3244 to 7557 and the 
number of children enrolled in those reporting to 
the Bureau increased from 205,432 to $53,546, @ 
gain of 133 per cent in the number of kindergar- 
vens and of 72 per cent im the number of chil- 
dren reported. There were 8856 kindergarten 
teachers in 1912. 

Perhaps the most interesting chapters in the 
report are the letters from school authorities as 
to the value of the kindergarten. Contrary to 
the general opinion, all school authorities do not 
favor kindergartens. Some have had unfortunate 
experience with poor teachers. A capable kinder- 
earten teacher is harder to find than a capable 
primary or high school teacher. 

The influence of the kindergarten idea is seen 
in progress of the grade schools in getting away 
from too much book work. The new Montessori 
idea has tended to make the kindergarten meth- 


068 age tgolated from the work of the primary 
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grades. The union of the two ideals promises to 
give the schools something better than either. It 
is beginning to be perceived that a stiff routine 
gf book study, after leaving the kindergarten, is 
& poor continuation of a good beginning. The edu- 
cation of hand and eye upoD material that has 
actual relation with the outside world, once be- 
gun, must not be broken off for a long period and 
only resumed in the higher grades. 


It is gratifying to learn from the organ of 
the A. & M. Democratic combine that the mem- 
bers of that combine are seeking ways and 
means of retracing their steps and saving the 
city the unnecessary cost of two bridge bond 
electiona.

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COL. GOETHAL’S GUIDANCE ON TOLLS. 

The Senate committee will show wisdom in 
summoning Col. Goethals from Panama for guid- 
ance on the question of canal tolls. 

The Colonel has won great prestige as a water: 
way builder, but he may be destined to win almost 
as much as a waterway operator. At least the 
Government should impose on him no handicaps ip 
toll policies that may interfere with any laudable 
ambition he may have in that direction. The prac- 
tical view of a man who has studied his own op 
erating problem in the light of actual conditions 
at other great canals, particularly the great Syez 
twin of the Panama creation, will have instruction 
for Congress. 

After all the Government cannot do better thap 
to adhere just as tlosely as possible to the poli- 
cies that would control a work of this magnitude 
under intelligent, economical private ownership. 
it will be deplorable if ground for incessant com- 
Plaints about wasteful, unbusinesslike methods 
under public ownership is given the enemies of 
that principle. 

Does anyone imagine that under private owner- 
ship even a naphtha launch would be permitted to 
go through toll-free, let alone a hulking coastwise 
steamer? : 
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SUBSIDY’S COSTLY CAMPAIGN. 

Energy and money almost without limit have 
been employed to create “public opinion” favora- 
ble to a ship subsidy at Panama. Surprise has 
been expressed in some places that a fight so 
furious should be made for plunder so small. Esti- 
mates of the amount of money which our coast- 
wise shipping monopoly would gain by free tolls 
vary from $1,000,000 to $1,750,000 yearly. If more 
than the largest of these sims has already been 
spent to promote the present subsidy movement, 
it must be remembered that there are many years 
to come and that one subsidy is expected to lead 
to others. More than forty years ago, to gain a 
yearly increase in its subsidy of $500,000, the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Co. spent $900,000 corruptly 
at Washington. The fact was established by doc- 
uments and by the admissions of parties in inter- 
est, but, except for two or three persons, the 
members of Congress who received the money 
could not be identified. 

The men who received and disbursed the bribe 
of $900,000 claimed to be acting as attorneys. 
Today even that plea would be a confession of 
crime. The Congress that passed the subsidy 
act and the one that investigated it were Re- 
publican in politics. Three Democratic Congresses 
succeeded them and most of the subsidy men, 
whatever their party affiliations, were never heard 
of afterward. 

It takes money to run a subsidy campaign. The 
cost of the one that is now in progress must have 
been greater than that of the Pacific Mail's enter- 
prise in 1872-3.

He found that trout fed upon 
liver developed goitre, while those that 
had their natural diet did not. He alsw 
noted that goitre was common in paris 
of Europe where one of the staple 
articles of diet is liver sausage. He is 
not prepared to call liver an actual 
cause of the disease, but suggests that 
it either lacks some necessary element 
of nutrition or contains an excess of 
something which makes the animal, in 
trying to utilize it, exhaust other ele- 
ments necessary to nutrition. A medi- 
cal authority says: Cause of golitre is 
unknown. It has been supposed that 
some peculiarity of the recess water 
in certain regions of Switzerland, Italy, 
France and England causes it. Blowa 
or injuries to the neck, tight neck- 
bands and carrying loads on the head 
are said to favor its development. It is 
a disease of early and middle life, more 
common in women than in men. When 
any swelling in the neck is observed 
there should be medical advice at once, 
as, if cancer is present, only prompt 
treatment can save life.
